School 
department 


will offer courses in any branch 
or 


subject, provided there are ten or 
more persons who desire to take such 
work.

have buckwheat pancakes for break- 
fast.

only buckwheat but many other grains 
of the present day, such as corn, bar- 
ley, flax, rye and oats, formed an im- 
portant part'of the daily bread con- 
sumed by the people of the latter halt 
of the stone age, known as the neo- 
lithic epoch.

It is generally admitted that the 


men of the age of hewn stone were 
hunters. With Asiatic Invasions the 
manner of living changed. The neo- 
Hthics began to raise domestic ani- 
mals and to cultivate certain species 
of plants, the remains of which are 
still to be found. 


Corn is the most ancient plant 


known. 
Scientists 
have 
observed 


samples of It in the celebrated layer 
of the Mas d'Azll, or end of the hewn 
stone period. 


It is believed that this kind of plant 


is essentially of Asiatic origin.

could have been brought Into Europe 
by 
nerollthic 
invaders. 
Egyptian 


wheat has also been found. Barley is 
also pretty frequent, being repre- 
sented by six distinct varieties. 
On 


the other hand, rye and oata wer» 
known, but were rare. Flax was rep- 
resented by a different kind from the 
present species. 


The other plants of that age were 


probably gathered in a wild state. 
Fruits were generally cut In quarters 
and dried; such as certain little spe- 
cies of apples and pears.

FOR A TUBERCULOSIS CENSUS 


Arrangements Made to Have It Taken 


in Churches Some Time Dur- 


ing 
September. 


A tuberculosis census of thousands 


o£ churches in various parts of the 
country will be taken in September, 
under the direction of the National As 
sociation for the Study and Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis. 
The census will 


be part of the preparation for the 
fifth annual Tuberculosis day to be 
observed during the week of Novem- 
ber 29. 


The ministers of several thousand 


churches will be asked to report on 
the number of deaths from tubercu- 
losis in the last year, the number of 
living cases in their parishes on Sep- 
tember 1, the number of deaths from 
all causes, and the number of mem- 
bers or communicants. These figures' 
will be made the basis of an educa- 
tional campaign, which will culminate 
in the Tuberculosis day movement, for 
which occasion sermon and lecture 
outlines and other forms of tubercu- 
losis literature will be distributed free 
to ministers. 


Last year nearly 75,000 churches, 


schools and other bodies took part in 
the Tuberculosis day observance. The 
movement had the endorsement of 
leading church officials of every de- 
nomination 
1'i'ore than 1,200 anti-tu- 


berculosis societies scattered all over 
the country will work this year to 
make Tuberculosis day a success.

Satisfactory f^Uthod of Finishing Swmt

One of the most gattsfactory: meth- 


ods of -finishing hogs is that of "hog- 
ging off." In fact, as a-method of fit- 
Ing-for: market after the pigs have se- ,„ 
cured the necessary size and frame it ^ 


.cheaper, than the best..methods of 


dry lot-feeding. The hog. is his own 
harvester and feeder. He saves labor, 
time and fertility. 
And certainly in 


bese days when labor is scarce, land 
dgh and feeds expensive we may well 
•welcome a method with which to re- 
tuce the cost of production. 
< 


At one time it was the common opin- 


on that much of the corn was wasted. 
Jut actual tests disprove this. Indeed, 
ibga will waste less corn than the 
farmer, were he to ^hucb it himself. 
Of course allowance must be made for 
extremely wet seasons, but iu this case 
hurdles may be used und only about 
as much corn allowed as can be clean- 
>d up well in about ten days. 
-Some idea of the economy of "hog- 


ging off" may be gained by noting the 
results of an experiment at the low* 
Btation. The pigs were'turned into tbe 
standing corn at a weight of elghty- 
wo pounds during the middle of Sep- 
tember, or about the time tbe corn was 
beginning to dent. One acre supported 
ten pigs about two months. At the end 
of that time the lot in soy beans and 
corn made a gain of one and a half 
pounds per day, producing over COO 
pounds of pork per -acre at a cost of 
$2.38 per hundred. 
The second lot In 


corn and cowpeas gained one and a 
quarter pounds per day at a cost of 
S246 per hundred. 
Corn and vetch 


stood third in dally gain and cost of 
producion and corn alone fourth. 


At the Missouri station bogs weigh- 


ing 140 pounds were turned into a field 
of -corn in which-rye had been sowed 
at the last cultivation. The pigs weigh- 
ed 200 pounds when removed, or, at 6 
centa per pound, returned ?36 per acre. 


In a^ second" lot corn and cowpeas 


were fed. The Whippoorwlll variety 
was used, and they were sown broad- 
cast at the time of the last cultivation 
of July IT. 
The feed lasted thirty 


days, and in that time the pigs had 
rained fifty-seven pounds each. The 
Important result Is that 568 pounds of 
pork were produced per acre,. .which 
at 6 cents returned $34.08. Corn and 
rape were also fed with success. .Kape 
may be sown in the same manner as 
the pea*, at the rate of about four 
pounds per acre. .On either soy beans 
or~retch may be sown at the rate of 
about one-half bushel per acre. When 
forage crops cannot be sown Jn the 
corn they may be provided as a sep- 
arate pasture, or alfalfa or clover 
pasture may be used as a supplement 
when it is accessible. 
' (Under ordinary conditions the pigs 
will take care of the corn withoul 
much, attention. 
However, if- small 


pigu are used It may be necessary to 
assist them for awhile by "turning In 
a few older hogs. For this reason 100 
pound pigs generally give the best re- 
•ults. Pigs of this size have secured 
sufficient growth, so that they wll 
not become too chunky and stop 
growth. Very large pigs, on the other 
hand, are Inclined to break more corn 
thsn is absolutely necessary from day 
to day; hence their gain is not so eco- 
nomical.

a like amount running out at the lower end, so there was never a chance 
for the water to become very foul at any time. It must be admitted that 
there are days when the water in the Wisconsin river is very filthy, being 
full of some sort of a shm> substance that looks very much as if it might 
be from tbe paper mills, but a ssuch times the water in the pool is no 
worse than it is other places in the river, besides which we never heard 
that this refuse carried with it disease germs of any kind.

HOGGING OFF CORN. 


Satisfactory lyUthotf of Finishing Sw'mt 


PoT Marktt. 


One of tho most satisfactory meth- 


ods of finishing hogs is that of "hog- 
ging off." In fact, as a method of fit- 
ting for market after the pigs have se- 
cured the necessary size and frame it 
Is cheaper than the best methods of 
dry lot feeding. The hog.is his own 
harvester and feeder. He saves labor, 
time and fertility. 
And certainly In 


these days when labor is scarce, land 
Ugh and feeds expensive we may well 
-welcome a method with which to re- 
duce the cost of production. 
< 


At one time it was the common opin- 


ion that much of the corn was wasted. 
But actual tests disprove this. Indeed, 
hogs will waste less corn than the 
farmer, were he to dhuck It himself. 
Of course allowance must be made for 
extremely wet seasons, but in this case 
hurdles may be used and only about 
as much corn allowed as can be clean- 
ed up well in about ten days. 


Some idea of the economy of "hog- 


ging oCf" may be gained by noting the 
results of an experiment at the lown 
station. The pigs were turned into -the 
standing corn at a weight of eighty- 
two pounds during the middle of Sep- 
tember, or about tbe time tbe corn was 
beginning to dent. One acre supported 
ten pigs about two months. At the end 
of that time the lot In soy beans and 
corn made a gain of one and a half 
pounds per day, producing over 600 
pounds of pork per 'acre at a cost of 
$2.38 per hundred. The second lot In 
corn and cowpeas gained one and a 
quarter pounds per day at a cost of 
$2.46 per hundred. 
Corn and vetch 


stood third in daily gain and cost of 
produclon and corn alone fourth. 


At the Missouri station hogs weigh- 


ing 140 pounds were turned into a field 
of corn in whichTye had been sowed 
at the last cultivation. The pigs weigh- 
ed 200 pounds when removed, or, at 6 
cents per pound, returned $36 per acre. 


In As second lot corn and cowpeas 


were fed. The Whippoonvill variety 
was used, and they were sown broad- 
ea«t at the time of the last cultivation 
of July 17. The feed lasted thirty 
days, and In that time the pigs had 
gained fifty-seven pounds each. The 
Important result is that 568 pounds of 
pork were produced per acre, which 
at 8 qents returned $34.08. Corn and 
rape were also fed with success. Kape 
may be sown In the same manner as 
the peas, at the rate of about four 
pounds per acre. On either soy beans 
or~vetch may be sown at the rate of 
about one-half bushel per acre. When 
forage crops cannot be sown Jn the 
corn they may be provided as a sep- 
arate pasture, or alfalfa or clover 
pasture may be used as a supplement 
when It Is accessible. 
1 Under ordinary conditions the pigs 
will take care of the corn without 
much attention. 
However, if small 


pigs are used It may be necessary to 
anlst them for awhile by "turning in' 
a few older hogs. For this reason 100 
pound pigs generally give the best re- 
sults. Pigs of this size have secured 
sufficient growth, so that they will 
not become too chunky and stop 
growth.^ Very large pigs, on the other 
hand, are inclined to break more corn 
than is absolutely necessary from day 
to day; hence their gain Is not so eco- 
nomical. 


Th* Pur* Bred Sire. 


A Montana correspondent of Hoard's 


Dairyman writes: I would like to add 
my testimony as to the value of the 
pure bred sire. I bought, among other 
common cows, five that cost me $240 
and mated them to my choice young 
Holsteln-IMesian bull that cost mo 
$800. 
These cows bad five heifer 


calves, which I sold a* yearlings to a 
Canadian buyer at $60 per head, or $12 
per head above the average cost of 
their mothers. A good price for com- 
mon yearling heifers hereabouts is $20 
per head. These five .brought enough 
to excess of that figure to pay for 
bull.

FLAMES THAT ARE NURSED. 


Siam's Sacred Fire and the Fires of 


Vengeance of Sicily. 


History records mau.v strange exam- 


ples of tires that are kept burning for 
long periods of time. The best known 
examples are those of pagan people 
who keep up perpetual tires as a re- 
ligious custom. 


The oldest known lire iu the world 


Is that in u Buddhist temple neni 
Bangkok, Siatu, which 1ms been burn 
ing without interruption for two cen- 
turies. 
A priest is always on guard 


to watch the sacred flame. Every four 
years a new ilame is kindled, but this 
is always lighted iu the great brazier 
from a brand of the old fire. 


The life of a grand vizier in Persia 


was once saved by a Pursee trader, 
who discovered and exposed a plot to 
kill the royal official. 
In spite of the 


fact that the Persians are Mohammed- 
ans and hold fire worshipers in con-' 
tempt, a single flame lias been kept 
burning continuously for seventy years 
at Sarliad in honor of the humble 
trader. 


In inhabited lauds withiu the arctic 


circle fires have been known to burn 
for years. 
This, however, is not so 


much a custom as it is a simple prac- 
tice based on reasons of convenience 
and necessity because of the scarcity 
of wood or kindling of any kiud to 
produce ignition. 
Oil Is tlie fuel of 


the people of the snows. 


In Sicily it luis long been the custom 


of the vendetta to maintain the "fire 
of vengeance" until one's enemy has 
been slain. 
The criminal records of 


that fiery island are full of instances 
of fires that were kept up for years 
until death overtook the unfortunate 
victim whose life had been marked for 
destruction.—New York Times.

strained and used in rising. 
Often a 


horse suffers a wide open wound of the 
skin and the muscles at the side of the 
tail inflicted by the kick of the horse in 
the nest stall. This wound rarely can 
be sutured successfully. The stitches* 
tear out when the horse gets up, and 
the wound is made worse than before. 
Tie up the animal so that he cannot 
lie down when such a. wound has to be 
treated. It may then be sutured if the 
muscles are not deeply cut. The wound 
then should be wetted often with white 
lotion, or a dry dusting powder ma3' be 
applied twice a day. 


A cheap dusting powder Is made by 


mixing together equal parts of slaked 
lime, sulphur aud charcoal. Run this 
through a flour sifter to make It fine. 
This 1s a good powder to dust on large 
sores. In fiy time add a dram of iodo- 
form per ounce and the files will be 
kept off. 
A more expensive dusting 


powder for use on sores and wouuda 
may be made by mixing together one 
dram of iodoform and seven drams of 
boric acid. 
This is good powder to 


use on a wound of the hoof head 
(coronet). Such wounds should not. be 
stitched. Cleanse them, clip away the 
hair, dust freely with the powder, then 
cover with cotton batting or absorbent 
cotton and bandage snugly. 
Renew 


the dressing once dally. If there is a 
big wound and a flap of skin a callous 
bunch is likely to remain when the 
wound has healed. This can be large- 
ly prevented by placing a flat wad of 
oakum over the first turn or two of 
the bandage immediately upon the Hap 
and wound and then bandaging tight- 
ly to cause pressure upon the part. 


Wheu a horse gets a nail prick, and 


such wounds are very common and 
serious, always have the wound cut 
down upon to give vent to any blood, 


or pus 
which 
should come 


Eveu the slight nail wound 


serum 
away. 
should be so bundled. 
After the cut- 


ting saturate the wound with a one 
five-hundredths 
solution of corrosive 


sublimate aud then cover with the last 
prescribed dusting powder, absorbent 
cotton and bandage. Renew tbe dress- 
ing daily. 
If pus issues from 
the 


wound be careful to cut away every 
part of the underrun Iioru or sole; then 
swab with the corrosive sublimate so- 
lution and use dusting powder and cot- 
ton and bandage once a day. Pouring 
turpentine iu u nail prick does not suf- 
fice. The slight wound may be fol- 
lowed by lockjaw. 
The treatment we 


have prescribed prevents that disease.

History refords mnu.v strange exam- 


ples of SI-PS thnt lire kept linniiug for 
long periods of time. The best known 
examples are those of pagan people 
who Ueep up perpetual [ires as a re- 
llglous custom. 


The oldest known fire In the world 


Is that iu it Buddliist temple neni 
Bangkok, Siam, which 1ms been burn 
ing without Interruption for two cen 
turies. 
A priest is always on guard 


to watch tlie sacred fl.iiue. Every four 
years n new (lame is kindled, but this 
Is always lighted in tue great brazier 
from a brand of the old fire. 


The life of u grand vizier in Persia 


was once saved by « Pnraee trader, 
who discovered and exposed a plot to 
kill the royal official. 
In spite of the 


fact that the Persians are Mohammed- 
ans and hold fire worshipers In con- 
tempt, a single dame has been kept 
burning continuously for seventy years 
at Sarhad iu honor of the humble 
trader. 


In Inhabited lands within the arctic 


circle fires have been known to burn 
for years 
This, however, is not so 


much a cuhtoui as it is a simple prac- 
tice based on reasons of convenience 
and necessity because of the scarcity 
of wood or kindling of any kind to 
produce ignition. Oil is tlie fuel of 
the people of the snows. 


Iu Sicily it has long been the custom 


of the vendetta to maintain the "fire 
of. vengeauce" until one's enemy has 
been slain. The criminal records of 
that fiery island are full of instances 
of 8res that were kept up for years 
until death overtook the unfortunate 
victim whose life had been marked for 
destruction.—New York Times.

CUTS ON HORSES,

not apply axle grease or any greasy 
substance, writes A. S. AJexander, M.

rid of hair and any foreign substanc* 
that may hate lodged In the wound. If 
necessary t« ramove sand, earth or cin- 
ders from a wound, due to a fall, for 
Instance, u?e clean cotton batting or 
absorbent cotton and not a sponge. A 
sponge becomes dirty and readily In' 
fects a wouud. Each day use fresh 
absorbent cotton to do any cleansing 
necessary In treating a wound or sore.

not put la stitches (sutures) if the 
wound Is deep or ragged or in a place 
that will not be perfectly at rest when 
the horse is standing, walking, lying 
down or rising. 
It therefore Is use- 


less to stitch a wound in front of the 
hock joint or on the thin skin in the 
bend of any joint or in the skin and 
muscles of the real1 parts which are 
strained and used in rising. Often a 
horse suffers a wide open wound of the 
sklu and the muscles at the side of the 
tall Inflicted by the kick of the horse In 
the next stall. This wound rarely can 
be sutured successfully. The stitches 
tear out when the horse gets up, and 
the wound is made worse than before. 
Tie up the animal so that he cannot 
lie down when such a wouud has to be 
treated. It may theu be sutured if the 
muscles arc riot deeply cut. The wound 
then should be welted often with white 
lotion, or a dry dusting powder may be 
applied twice a day. 


A cheap dusting powder is made by 


mixing together equal parts of slaked 
lime, sulphur and charcoal. Run this 
through a flour sifter to make it fine. 
This is a good powder to dust on large 
sores. In fly time add a dram of iodo- 
form per ounce and the flies will he 
kept off. A more expensive dusting 
powder for use on sores aud wounds 
may be made by mixing together ouo 
dram o£ iodoform aud seveu drams of 
boric acid. This is good powder to 
use on a wound of the hoof head 
(coronet). Such wounds should not. be 
stitched. Cleanse them, clip awaj the 
hair, dust f reply with the powder, then 
cover with cotlou batting or absorbent 
cotton and bandage snugly. Renew 
the dressing once dally. If there is a 
big wound and a flap of skin a callous 
bunch Is likely to remain when the 
wouud has healed. This can be large- 
ly prevented by placing a flat wad of 
oakum over the first turn or two of 
the bandage immediately upon the flap 
and wouud and then bandaging tight- 
ly to cause pressure upon the pnrt. 


Wheu a horse gets a nail prick, aud 


such wounds are very common and 
serious, always have the wound cut 
down upon to give vent to auy blood, 
serum or pus which should come 
away. 
Eveu the shgbt nail wound 


should be so bandied. 
After the cut- 


ting saturate the wound with a one 
five-hundredths 
solution of corrosive 


sublimate and then cover with the last 
prescribed dusting powder, absorbent 
cotton and bandage. Reuew tbe dress- 
Ing daily. 
If pus issues from the 


wound be careful to cut away every 
part of the underrun liorn or sole; then 
swab with the corrosive sublimate so- 
lution and use dusting powder and cot- 
Ion and bandage once n day. Pouring 
turpentine in u nail prick does not suf- 
fice. The slight wound may be fol- 
lowed by lockjaw. The treatment we 
have prescribed prevents that disease.

In winter feeding of cattle has been In 
the margin between the prices of the 
feeders In tbe full and the finished 
beeves in the spring. This margin ha| 
to more than compensate for the loss 
on the gains put on in the feed lot. If 
the cost of production could be so re- 
duced that the gains secured would pay 
the cost of production the chief ele- 
ment of uncertainty would be ellmlnnt 
ed. This is where the silo makes good. 
Not only does it save the entire crop, 
but It reduces the feeding cost to n 
profitable basis.

A dog killed 
upon suspicion may prevent the pos- 
sibility of making certain as to 
whethsr or not it had the diseabe. 
For this reason it becomes difficult 
to>declde as to whether or not it Is 
absolutely necessary for individuals 
bitten to undergo treatment.

brain of a suspected dog should be 
senl\ to the hygienic laboratory for 
examination. If it Is determined at 
the laboratory that the case Is act- 
ually rabitic, all individuals > bitten 
by such dog should be given the 
Pasteur treatment. 


Wlure it is impossible to decide 


with absolute certainty whether or 
not the dog has been rabitic, it is in- 
finitely better to take chance of un- 
necessary treatment than to inhume 
the positive certainty of an agonizing 
death from the untreated disease.

and Germany as the principal combat- 
ants, members of tho triple alliance. 
Italy la mobilizing her troops and di- 
plomats declare sho can not much 
longer remain neutral, but must cast 
her fortunes with Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary as tho third member of 
tho triple alliance.

tente, naturally. The assassination of 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand, succes- 
sor to tho Austrian throno.

ADVANCES ON PARIS 


London, Aug. 4.—The first great bat-

Fragmentary reports of scattered en- 
gagements during the past twenty-four 
hours tell a story of the opening skir- 
mishes of what promises to be one of 
the most historic battles in modern 
warfare. 


Uhlans Are Repulsed. 


A corps of Uhlans crossed the bor- 


der into France, in what appeared to 
be an advance upon Nancy, and was 
met and repulsed in a sharp engage- 
ment at Petit Croix, a customs post on 
the Lorraine frontier. 


While on the face of the reports the 


day appears to have been disastrous 
to the Germans, analysis of these and 
other movements, which as yet have 
no apparent effect, draws back the 
curtain to reveal the strategy behind 
the momentous advance movements of 
the three German armies, numbering 
nearly a million men, which are now 
in progress, with the capture of the 
entire eastern frontier of France as 
its'-object. In the three armies are 
included twenty-two army corps. 


600,000 Threaten Paris. 


The first is moving through Bel- 


gium. This is the strongest, as its 
direction is Parisward, where 
the 


greatest resistance may be expected. 
It numbers about 600,000 men. The 
aerial scouts who were driven back at 
Rheims belonged to the advance body 
of the first army, and they were re- 
connoitering. 


The second army's advance move 


was the body that was repulsed at 
Petit Croix. The Uhlans suffered tem- 
porary defeat, it is reported, but only 
outwardly. 
Ita function as the ad- 


vance guard of this weaker body of 
300,000 was to fall back when struck. 
This army is advancing on the French 
border from Metz, with Nancy as its 
objective. 


Third Army in South. 


The third army is pushing forward 


in the vicinity of Mulhausen near the 
Swiss border, with Belfort, the city 
that withstood a German siege of 
three months during the Franco-Prus- 
sian war of 1870, as Its goal. Its ad- 
vance formation is in lesser numbers 
and Is divided Into small scouting par- 
ties. Upward of 250,000 men are re- 
ported to be Included in this army. 


Stockholm, Sweden, Aug. 3.—A bat- 


tle was fought yesterday between the 
German and Russian fleets off the 
Aland islands and resulted In the Rus- 
sians being driven back. The Russian 
war vessels took refuge in the Gulf of 
Finland, where they still remain.

BRITAIN JOINS IN 
WAR ON GERMANY 


KAISER TO FIGHT THREE GREAT POWERS 


All Europe Aflame 
as King George V. 


Casts Lot With 


Russia and 


France. 


BELGIUM IS ALSO HOSTILE; 


ITALY AND JAPAN CANNOT 


LONG MAINTAIN NEUTRALITY 


London, Aug. 5.—King George V. of 


Great Britain, urged on by the cries of 
thousands who surrounded Bucking- 
ham palace, Tuesday night signed a 
formal declaration of war against Ger- 
many. 


By this act England joined her al- 


lies in the triple entent, France and 
Russia, and all Europe is aflame with 
war. 


The momentous decision of the Brit- 


ish government came before the time 
limit set by Great Britain in her ulti- 
matum to Germany demanding a satis- 
factory reply on the subject of Belgian 
neutrality. Germany's reply was the 
summary rejection of the request that 
Belgian neutrality should be 
re- 


spected. 


Ambasiador 
Gets Passports. 


The British ambassador at Berlin 


thereupon received his passports and 
the British government notified Ger- 
many that a state of war existed be- 
tween the two countries. 


With the declaration of war by 


Great Britain against Gemrany, the 
stage was set for the greatest clash of 
arras in the history of the world. 


Not since Napoleon marched trium- 


phantly through Europe, with visions 
of supreme control, has the continent 
been sleeping on its arms as it }g 
Tuesday night And strange as It 
may seem, the country which finally 
checked his career at the battle of 
Waterloo, is now reaching a hand 
across the channel to grasp that of its 
former foe, and the two are arrayed 
with Russia against Germany, a nat- 
ural enemy of France. 


All Europe Involved. 


All Europe now is involved in this 


gigantic war, which must result in the 
destruction of carefully planned and 
built navies and the devastation of ar- 
mies nurtured and drilled for genera- 
tions. 


On the one hand is Austria-Hungary 


and Germany as the principal combat- 
ants, members of tbe triple alliance. 
Italy is mobilizing her troops and di- 
plomats declare she can not much 
longer remain neutral, but must cast 
her fortunes with Germany and Aus 
tria-Hungary as the third member of 
the triple alliance. 


Another probable ally for these 


countries is Turkey, which will be 
drawn into the conflict to protect Con- 
stantinople from the advance of the 
Russians. 


Face Large Foe. 


Opposing these four countries is 


England, France and Russia, compris- 
ing the triple entente. 
Their allies 


may be many, and the war strength 
of Germany and her allies may be 
called upon to face an almost uncount- 
able foe. 


Servia will fight with the triple en- 


tente, naturally. The assassination of 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand, succes- 
sor to the Austrian throne, in the Ser- 
vian capital, was the remote cause of 
this European war, and it was the re- 
fusal of Servia to accede to demands 
of Austria that added fuel to 
the 


flame. 


Join* Triple Entente. 


Belgium has mobilized her army and 


a virtual state of war exists between 
that country and Germany.

places Belgium on the side of the tri- 
ple entente.

BIG GERMAN ARMY 


ADVANCES ON PARIS 


London, Aug. 4.—The first great bat- 


tle of the war is but a matter of hours. 
Fragmentary reports of scattered en- 
agements during the past twenty-four 
hours tell a story of the opening skir- 
mishes of what promises to be one of 
the most historic battles in modern 
warfare. 


Uhlans Are Repulsed. 


A corps of Uhlans crossed the bor- 


der into France, in what appeared to 
be an advance upon Nancy, and was 
met and repulsed in a sharp engage- 
ment at Petit Croix, a customs post on 
the Lorraine frontier. 


While on the face of the reports the 


day appears to have been disastrous 
to the Germans, analysis of these and 
other movements, which as yet have 
no apparent effect, draws back the 
curtain to reveal the strategy behind 
the momentous advance movements of 
the three German armies, numbering 
nearly a million men, which are now 
in progress, with the capture of the 
entire eastern frontier of France as 
its object. In the three armies are 
included twenty-two army corps. 


600,000 Threaten Paris. 


The first is moving through Bel- 


gium. This is the strongest, as its 
direction is Parisward, 
where 
the 


greatest resistance may be expected. 
It numbers about 600,000 men. The 
aerial scouts who were driven back at 
Rheims belonged to the advance body 
of the first army, and they were re 
connoitering. 


The second army's advance move 


was the body that was repulsed at 
Petit Croix. The Uhlans suffered tem- 
porary defeat, it in reported, but only 
outwardly. Its function as the ad- 
vance guard of this weaker body of 
300,000 was to fall back when struck. 
This army is advancing on the French 
border from Metz, with Nancy as its 
objective. 


Third Army In South. 


The third army Is pushing forward 


In the vicinity of Mulhausen near the 
Swiss border, with Belfort, the city 
that withstood a German siege of 
three months during the Franco-Prus- 
sian war of 1870, as its goal. Its ad 
vauce formation is in lesser numbers 
and is divided into small scouting par- 
ties. Upward of 250,000 men are re- 
ported to be Included in this army. 


Stockholm, Sweden, Aug. 3.—A bat- 


tle was fought yesterday between the 
German and Russian fleets off the 
Aland islands and resulted in the Rus- 
sians being driven back. The Russian 
war vessels took refuge in the Gulf of 
Finland, where they still remain.

Early In the day there came from

Great Demonstrations Held. 


When this news swept over the city 


thousands of persons began to parade. 
Bands were at the heads of the pro- 
cessions and thousands of voices— 
men, women and children—sent heav- 
enward the notes of Germany's fam- 
ous songs, "Die Wacht am 
Rhine." 


Never before was the song sung with 
more fervor and reverence. 


9'War with France has been de- 


clared," were the words which swept 
through every household in the city. 
Everywhere the people rushed out to 
the streets.

crowds surged toward the royal pal- 
ace to cheer the kaiser. 


"On to Paris!" Resounds. 


The fervor of patriotism for the fa- 


therland was still at white heat when 
it became known that a proclamation 
had been issued against 
Belgium.

All day long the excitement of war 


ran rife and every one of the streets 
was filled with people. 


Late in the day came news that the 


German army had succeeded in enter- 
ing France at three different points.

Washington, D. C, Aug. 5.—Presi- 


dent Wilson signed the United States 
proclamation of neutrality in the Euro- 
pean war Tuesday afternoon. 


The proclamation of seven type- 


written sheets was taken to the cabi- 
net room, where the president affixed 
his signature, followed immediately by 
Secretary Bryan's signature. 


The proclamation declares neutral- 


ity with respect to Austria, Servia, 
Germany, Russia and France, where 
it states a "state of war unhappily ex- 
ists." 


The proclamation then prohibited 


use of American waters by armed 
belligerents, except in emergencies, or 
securing munitions, coal or supplies 
by such foreign vessels. 


All citizens were warned to main- 


tain strict neutrality and give no mili- 
tary aid, but expression in public or 
private of personal views is not Inter- 
dicted. Transportation of officers or 
soldiers or contraband of war by Am- 
ericans Is also prohibited.

GERMANS TAKE RUSSIAN TOWNS. 


Berlin, Aug. 4.—The Berlin war de- 


partment has sent out bulletins an- 
nouncing a successful invasion of Rus- 
sian Poland.

Bendzig and Czanstochow were occu- 
pied by German troops, and in the ab- 
sence of reports of fighting it is not 
believed that these places were guard--, 
ed by Russian forces.

Berlin, Aug. 4—Placing the responsibility for the

European War. 


Brussels, Aug. 6.—German 
troops 


were defeated and several thousand 


erman soldiers killed in the first Im- 


portant engagement of the European 
war fought yesterday at Liege, Bel- 
glum, where the Belgians completely I 
•outed the vanguard of the German ' 
army of the Meuse and repulsed the 
invaders, 
inflicting terrible losses. 


Two entire German cavalry regiments 
were decimated by the fire ot,the Bel- 
Ian forts. 


Prior to the attack on Liege, Gen. 


•on Emmich, commanding the Ger- 
man jinny of the Meuse, issued a pro- 
clamation calling for an open road 
through Belgium for the advance of 
bis forces and suggesting that pru- 
dence would show it to be the duty 
of the Belgian people to accede to this 
in order to avoid the horrors of war. 


NoncombatanU Shot. 


The Germans committed repressions 


against the civil population of the 
town of Vise, eight miles northeast 
of Liege, burning the city and shoot- 
ing many of the residents. 


Official dispatches report that the 


Belgians have repulsed all attacks by 
the Germans in the neighborhood of 


ilege. The Belgians delivered a vigor- 


ous counter attack, killing all the Ger- 
mans who had passed the fort. The 
fortifications afforded admirable re- 
sistance to German shells. Evegnee 
fort, which was in action all day, was 
unharmed. 
The 
Belgian 
aviators 


proved every whit as good as the Ger- 
mans. It is confirmed that civilians 
have been shot at Vise and the town 
has been burned. 


Army Withdraws. 


The Germans charged, 
but could 


not carry the Belgian position and 
finally the enfire army was withdrawn 
toward the Meuse. The Belgian tdoops 
engaged had been hurried 
forward 


from Liege to reinforce the border 
patrol. The Germans advanced along 
the railway in an armored train. The 
Belgians had posted artillery in posi- 
tion to command the railroad and in 
addition had mined the track at a 
point-where the road crossed a cul- 
vert 


Blow Up Train. 


When the train was squarely on 


the bridge the mine was exploded 
completely destroying the locomotive 
and the two forward cars filled with 
Germans. At the same time the Bel- 
mainder of the German force which 
had been convoying the train. The 
carnage was fearful. 
The Germans, 


although caught by surprise, put up 
a strong resistance, but they had no 
supporting artillery and finally retreat- 
ed toward the frontier. In the mean- 
time a Belgian column had been rush- 
ed toward the rear of the German 
position and the two regiments com- 
posing the assaulting column were 
caught In a trap. 


Join Belgian Army. 


It is announced here that the French 


army has effected a junction with the 
Belgian army at Touruai, 
a point 


thirty-five miles west of Liege. From 
now on it is expected that the Belgian 
and French armies will operate to- 
gether. England, also is now expected 
to send an army to Belgium's aid and 
the attempted invasion of the German 
forces will be met by a very strong al- 
lied army. 


Arrest German Spies. 


London, Aug. 6.—It was officially an- 


nounced at army headquarters last 
night that twenty-one German spies 
have been arrested in England during 
the last 24 hours. Reports circulated 
say that among the number are some 
well known German officers. 


Paris, Aug. 6.—By order of the gov- 


ernment all Germans in France who 
have not received special permission 
to remain are being arrested as spies. 
Fifty-seven arrests have been made in 
this city, including eleven women. 


Aviator Killed. 


Brussels, Aug. 6.—-A German aviator 


flew across the Belgian defenses out- 
side of Liege yesterday. He was greet- 
ed with a storm of bullets from the 
forces and literally shot to pieces, fall- 
ing to the ground in the middle of the 
Belgian force. 
As a result of this 


other German airmen who had been 
seen in the distance flew back to the 
German lines. 


Pursue German Ship. 


Jacksonville, Fla., Aug 6.—The Ger-

"All radio stations within the juris- 


diction of the United States are here- 
by prohibited from transmitting or re- 
ceiving for delivery messages of an 
unneutral nature, and from in any way 
rendering to any one of the belliger- 
ents any unneutral services during the 
continuance of hostilities."

New York.—Well, here's the himul- 


kee, a rare specimen of the cat family,, 
found in the jungles of Bengal and 
worshiped by the Bengalee* aad 
which, they bellere, has the power of 
becoming invisible when confronted, 
with danger. The himulkoe arrived 
here the other day on board the Kas- 
embe, a British steamship, "which 
touched at many far eastern port* on 
her voyage from Kobe to New York. 


The htmulkee was consigned to the- 


headquarters of a circus In Indiana, 
She is the first live specimen of her 
kind ever brought into tills country. 
The first one to arrive here, several 
years ago—a mounted specimen which. 
Is now in a Chicago museum—caused 
widespread interest among natural- 
ists. 


It is a matter of record, the officers 


of the Kazembe say, that only live 
himulkees have ever been captured. 
Natives who have been In tho'jungios 
of Bengal all their lives tremble In 
terror at tho mention ot the animal. 


Knowing the superstition of the na- 


tive East Indian In regard to tho 
himulkee, precautions were taken, 
when tho animal wa» taken on board 
the Kazambe to keep Its identity 
from becoming known to tho crew, 
all of whom had been shipped in va- 
rious ports of the Orient. 


When the shores of Ceylon were 


well to the utern, r«nd the bow ot 
the Kaiembe was headed for Aden, 
Captain McMlllen was surprised one 
day to find all the dlndi down on their 
knees, kowtowing and mingling their 
prayers la a curious mixture of Jar- 
gon In front of the hlmulkee's cage. 


A slat had been torn loose from the 


cage. A Hindu had seen the animal, 
and on passing the word around.

spects to tbe himulkee. 


From then on there was very little 


work done on board the Kazambe. It 
becaino a matter of habit for the 
crew to drop all work abou^tvc'ry' ten 
minutes hi. tho day yhl'.e they pol- 
ished tns deck orojyffi the hlmulkee's 
cage with their knees.

The himulkee Is a sort ot half 


brother to the Bengal tiger, although 
smaller and of a less ferocious tem- 
perament.

FAMOUS FOR MANY CENTURIES 


Jewel Known as Kohlnoor, In the 


British Diadem, Has Most Re- 


markable History. 


The first owner of the famous Koh- 


lnoor or "Mountain of Light" dia- 
mond, was, according to legend, the 
hero Kama, whose deeds are cele- 
brated in the "Mahabhuata," and who 
is said to have carried the great 
stone some 5,000 years ago. The Koh- 
lnoor, brought to England from India

and presented to Queen Victoria, made 
Its first authentic appearance in his- 
tory In the fourteenth century, when 
Alaed-din carried it to Delhi. At that 
time it is said to have weighed 793 
carats. It appeared in the great dia- 
mond market of Golconda In 1550. The 
lack of skill of a Venetian lapidary, 
Hortenslo 
Borghese, 
reduced 
its 


weight to 279 carats. 
After the sack- 


ing of Delhi m 1739 the diamond went 
to Afghanistan, and it belonged in 
turn to several Afghan rulers. Thence 
it came into the possession of the 


Sikh chief, Runfeet Singh. Upon the 
abdication of the last ruler of the Pun- 
jab, and the annexation of his do- 
minions to the British empire, In 1849, 
the great stone became ttte property 
of the East India company, and was 
by it presented to Queen Victoria. It 
was recut soon afterward, and now 
weighs 10214 carats. 
It is beyond 


price, although $10,000,000 has been 
given as a fair valuation.
